Young family finds 
things looking up

LINDA VISTA — At 22 months of 
age, Joseph Gallup is training tor the 
Olympics. 

And with the help of 45 area volun- 
teers, many of them students at USD, 
Judy and Steve Gallup are convinced 
their son can overcome the hurdles that 
face him and excel as a_ healthy 
youngster. 

Two months ago, the Institute for 
Human PotentiaP in Philadelphia 
determined that Jdseph had been born 
with a ‘‘moderate, diffuse, bilateral 
mid-brain injury’? which would not al- 
fect his intelligence, but would alter the 
‘expression of intelligence through 
language, mobility and manual com- 
petence.”’ His neurological age was 
that of an 11-month-old child. 

The remedy? Stimulate the boy's 
senses of sight, hearing and touch 


“with increased frequency, intensity 
and duration.” 

Experts at the institute prescribed a 
program that req@ires the youngster to 
receive physical stimulation almost 
every minute of the day. 

Providing this stimulation has be- 
come a full-ume job for Judy Gallup, 
who, fortunatcly, holds a degree in 
special education and has experience in 
teach developmentally disabled pupils. 
*‘My education made me unafraid to 
teach my child anything,’ she said. 

Steve Gallup works 50 hours a week 
as a proposal editor lor General 
Dynamics, but at lunchtime and alter 
work he joins in the battle against 
Joseph's injury. Vhe war is being won, 
the father submitted, 

“Vhe program of heightened stum- 
ulation will cnable Joseph to function 
as a healthy child in two. years,” 
Gallup said confidently.

Bishop calls clinic 
program a failure

ALCALA PARK — Hoping to blunt 
Planned Parenthood’s multi-million 
dollar campaign to bring birth control 
clinics into public schools, Bishop Leo ‘Tl. 
Maher this week labeled the campus clinic 
program a tragic and costly failure. 

Citing two independent  studics 
released last month, Bishop Maher said 
such clinics have actually compounded

bishop observed. ‘‘In truth, though, just . 


the opposite has happened. Arcas where 
clinics have been introduced have actually 
experienced huge increases in pregnancy 
rates. If the moral issues involved aren't 
compelling enough, the results should be, 
and the results have been disastrous,”’ 

Last summer Bishop Maher led the 
campaign that ultimately barred birth 
conuol clinics from the San Dicgo 
Unified School District. 

There is evidence the issue will soon be 
revived, however, and the bishop is 
concerned by the lobbying campaign and 
media blitz that was launched by Planned 
Parenthood in the fall. 

“T just hope that when the final, 
permanent decision is reached in San 
Diego, all the facts are on the table,” 
Bishop Maher said. “‘In my way of 
thinking, the fact is that birth control 
clinics have proven themselves to be 
immoral and counter-productive.”’ 

Bishop Maher referred to a two-ycar 
study recently published by Stan E. 
Weed, director of the Institute for 
Research and Evaluation in Salt Lake 
City. 

Weed’s report, which appeared in 
Family Perspective and The Wall Street 
Journal, concluded that birth control 
programs for tcens have served to worsen 
the original problem. 

“The belie! is widespread that the 
number of pregnancies will be reduced by 
opening more ‘family planning’ clinics 
and making them more accessible to tcen- 
agers,’’ Weed said. *‘Rescarch suggests 
otherwise.’ 

Weed’s figures showed that as the 
number of ‘‘clients increased, there was a 
corresponding increase in pregnancy and 
abortion rates.”” 

The Alan Guttmacher  Instittte, 
formerly the research firm for the 
Planned Parenthood Federation, once 
forecast that birth control clinics would 
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Saintly Serra?

Arc, Victorville; and Immaculate Heart 
of Mary, Ramona. 

After Father Wilson retired in 1978, he 
resided in El] Cajon. 

He is survived by two sisters who are 
religious in the Society of the Holy Child 
Jesus: Sister Dorothy Wilson of Sylmar, 
Calif., and Sister Winifred Wilson, who 

- has been a missionary for over 50 years in 
West Africa. 


Bishop McFarland to head Diocese of Orange

WASHINGTON — Bishop Norman I. Mclarland, 
head of the Diocese of Reno-Las Vegas, Nev., since 1976, 
has been named the second bishop of Orange, Calif. 

He succeeds Bishop William RK. Johnson, founding 
bishop of the diocese, who diced last July. Vhe Diocese of 
Orange was established in March 1976 from part of the 
Archdiocese of Los Angeles. 

The appointment was announced Dec. 29 in 
Washington by Archbishop Pio Laghi, papal pro=nuncio 
to the United States. 

Bishop McFarland, 64, was installed as head of Diocese 


of Reno in March 1976. In November of that year the 
diocese, which takes in the whole state of Nevada, was 
renamed the Diocese of Reno-Las Vegas. 

He had been an auxiliary bishop of San Francisco trom 
1970 until he was appointed apostolic administrator of the 
Reno Diocese in December 1974. 

Six months before he became apostolic adminstrator it 
had been disclosed that the Reno Diocese lost about $3.5 
million when the St. Joseph ‘Trust lund, in which it had 
invested heavily, collapsed. ‘Ven years later, in July 1984, 
Bishop McFarland announced that the diocese had 
completed payments to the more than 100 U.S. bishops 


who had given the diocese loans or gifts to forestall 
bankruptcy. 

Born Feb. 21, 1922 in Martinez, Calif, Bishop 
McFarland attended St. Patrick College, Menlo Park, 
Calif., and The Catholic University of America, 
Washington, where he received a doctorate in canon law. 

He was ordained in San Francisco in 1946. 

The Diocese of Orange has a strong Indian and 
Hispanic tradition and about 417,000 Catholics in a total 
population of just over 2 million. Once a rich agricultural 
region, in recent years it has become an industrially 
oriented metropolitan arca.

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Most, not all, favor Serra canonization

ALCALA PARK — Supporters of the 
canonization of Father Junipero Serra 
anticipate the second step in the process 
toward sainthood will take place when 
Pope John Paul II visits California in 
September. 

Franciscan Father Noel Moholy, vice- 
postulator of the Serra canonization 
cause, is so certain Father Serra will be 
beatified this year, he said, ‘‘If-you’re a 


betting person, put your money on 


Serra.”’ 

Father Moholy visited the Vatican last 
month with a Franciscan nun whose 
recovery from lupus may be a miracle 
obtained through Father Serra’s interces- 
sion. Officials of the Sacred Congregation 
for the Canonization of Saints are 
investigating this possibility. 

The St. Louis nun has been cured after 
being told 25 years ago she was dying 
from the skin disease. 

‘“‘A number of cases of excéptional 
cures have been attributed to Serra’s 
intercession,’’ Father Moholy said, but 
these have ‘‘to be proven miraculous by 
Vatican investigators.’’ 

The last two steps toward sainthood — 
beatification and canonization — require 
evidence that a miracle occurred due to 
the candidate’s intercession. 

Father Serra was declared venerable, 
the first step toward canonization, in May 
1985. 

Although the pope could bypass the 
beatification step- ‘and canonize Father 
Serra when he visits California, Father 
Moholy believes this-unlikely. 


Serra’s character attacked 


Despite these developments, attacks 
continue against Father Serra’s role in the 
early history of California. 

He and other Franciscan missionaries 
of Hispanic California have been accused 
of mistreating Indians. 

Father Moholy said criticism of Father 
Serra is ‘‘unfounded. . . . No.documen- 
tation exists to prove the ‘chargés’’ being 
leveled by Father Serra’s detractors. 

“Critics are not judging Serra in light 
of the historical context’’ of the time in 
which he lived, Father Moholy said. 
“They are judging him by today’s 
standards.”’ 

To answer charges being made against 
Father Serra, the Diocese of Monterey 
issued a 90-page report last November. 

The report, compiled by public rela- 
tions specialist Valerie Steiner, includes 
transcripts of interviews with eight 
California historians and scholars who 
question the validity of attacks against 
Serra. 

It notes that: 

¢ No one nas yet produced any 
documentation that Father Serra mis- 
treated anyone; as some of his detractors 
have claimed. 

¢ Father Serra is being blamed for. 
abuses that occurred long after his death 
in 1784. 

e His detractors, coming from an 
emotional point of view rather than using 
a scholarly approach, are making histor- 
ically unsound, unfounded allegations 
that reflect a lack of research and that ne- 
glect the facts. 

The ‘‘good news’’ about Father Serra 
was the purpose of the report, Steiner 
said. ‘“There are plenty of detractors out 
there. The other ‘side needs to be.-told 
too,’ she added. 

““‘What we have is an extraordinary 
man being defamed more than 200 years 
after he died,’’ Bishop Thaddeus Shubsda 
of Monterey wrote in the report. ‘‘He 
cannot defend himself. So we will. We 
have gone to recognized scholars. This is 
a call to reason. ‘Tt is a call to qualified 
scholarship.’

Report challenged 


Father Serra was not the man the 
report makes him out to be, charged 
Rupert Costa, president of the American

Indian Historical. Society. in San 
Francisco. 

‘‘We have mission records indicating 
abuse’’ by the Franciscan missionaries, 
Costa said. He added:that Father Serra 
could have. stopped this mistreatment 
because he had ‘‘control of the whole 
mission area.”’ 

Ted Elisee, communications director 
for the Monterey diocese, said Costa and 
other detractors have yet ‘to produce 
documentation to support their charges 
against Father Serra. 

Evidence indicating that he loved 
Indian people is abundant, Elisee said. 
““There are do¢uments in Serra’s own 
handwriting where he asked that the 
Indians be treated humanely,”’ he added. 

Costa said his group has received many 
letters opposing Father Serra’s canoniza- 
tion. He said he plans to write ‘a book 
detailing this protest before the pope’s 
visit. 

Costa called the Monterey report ‘a 
libelous statement’’ because it includes 
false information concerning the lifestyle 
of California Indians at the time Father 
Serra arrived. The report implies that 


these Indians had unacceptable forms of 


family life and government, Costa said. 
Costa said his group is contemplating a 
lawsuit against the bishop of Monterey 
and others who took part in the report. 
The Diocese of Monterey has not been 
advised of any lawsuit, Elisee said. 


Missionary defended 


Sister Catherine Louise LaCoste, CSJ, 
San Diego diocesan archivist, said many 
of Father Serra’s critics ‘‘don’t know 
their history.”’ 

Flogging to punish those who mis- 
behaved was a common practice in Father 
Serra’s time, Sister LaCoste said. 

She compared this punishment to a 
spanking, noting that critics often 
exaggerate to make it sound cruel by 
suggesting that people were tied or 
chained and whipped. 

In an article included in the Monterey 
report, Franciscan Father Francis Guest, 
archivist for the Santa Barbara Mission 
Archive-Library, wrote that ‘‘Spanish 
law made the nussionaries the legal guar- 
dians of their Indian converts.”’ 

Spanish missionaries kept Indians in 
residence at the. mission- to instruct the 
converts in Christian doctrine twice a day 
and to keep them away from their native 
villages. Here ‘‘a number of customs and 
observances which did not conform to 
Christian morality as the missionaries 


understood it’’ were followed, Father 
Guest stated. Some scholars have mis- 
takenly criticized this practice as enslave- 
ment, he added. 

The accusation 
treated the Indians in a brutal manner 
“has no adequate foundation in the 
manuscript documentation by, to, and 
about him,’’ Father Guest wrote. 

This article stated that ‘‘the mission- 
aries, as the legal guardians of their 
wards, imposed a form of corporal 
punishment on the badly behaved, a prac- 
tice that had been followed in the missions 
of Spanish America for two centuries.”’ 

Critics of Father Serra’s canonization, 
however, question the historical proof put 
forth in the report. 

Herman Baca, president of San 
Diego’s Committee on Chicano Rights, 
labeled the Monterey report a ‘historical 
whitewash,’’ calling those who partici- 
pated in it ‘‘apologist.”’ 

“‘How could there-be better historical 
proof except what is before our eyes?”’ 
The living conditions and small number 
of California Indians today proves that 


Father Serra ‘‘was part of a system of 


genocide,’’ Baca said. 

Missionaries like Father Serra were 
part of the Spanish system that took land, 
enslaved people and destroyed culture 
throughout the Americas, Baca asserted. 
If the church canonizes Father Serra, it 
will be ‘‘a historical insul’’ (o Indians 
and mestizos (people of Indian and 
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Spanish heritage), he added. 
Critics criticized 


Noting Father Serra’s accomplisti- 
ments and travails, historians and 
scholars whose interviews are included in 
the Monterey report question his critics’ 
lack of research. 

“We know Father Serra’s life from the 
time he was born. He wasn’t out 
there saying, “Wow, look at all these 
Indians. Let’s whip them into shape,’ ”’ 
Dr. Iris. Engstrand said:in the report. She 
is professor and chairperson of the 
Department of History at the University 
of San Diego. 

The Francisean was ‘‘a_ benevotent, 
hardworking person who was strict in a 
lot of his doctrinal leanings . . . but not 
a person who was enslaving Indians, or 
beating them, ever,’’ Engstrand stated. 

The number of Indians in the mission 
system indicates they participated willing- 
ly, Engstrand said. ‘‘From a _ practical 
standpoint, when you have 500 or 1,000 
Indians involved with a mission with two 
priests and five soldiers, there has to be 
some willingness on the part of the 
Indians to be there.”’ 


Message questioned 


Father Michael Galvan, the only 
Indian priest in northern California, said 
he wonders if canonizing Father Serra 
will send out an appropriate message 
concerning the evangelization process 
used by Spanish missionaries during that 
ume. 

Unlike today’s missionaries, those in 
Father Serra’s time did not uphold native 
cultures and traditions, noted Father 
Galvan, an Ohlone Indian who is director 
of clergy formation for the Diocese of 
Oakland. 

‘“My concern is not with the sanctity of. 
Junipero Serra; that’s for the church to 
decide,’’ he said. 

His concern is whether Father Serra’s 
canonization is ‘‘an appropriate pastoral 
statement in terms of native peoples who 
are Roman Catholic,’’ considering 
missionary practices used in Father 
Serra’s time, he added. 


Communication needed 


In the controversy over Father Serra’s 
canonization, there has been only 
“unilateral communication, -said Father 
Gilbert Hemauer, executive director of 
the Tekakawitha Conference, which 
represents over 10,000 Indians nation- 
wide. ‘‘Both sides are speaking at cach 
other instead of sitting down to discern 
the truth.”’ 

The Indian side should be listened to, 
Father Hemauer said. ‘‘From the -fced- 
back I’ve been receiving, it doesn’t 
appear that native people’s understand- 
ing has been taken into account.” 

He called for ‘‘objective dialogue to 
regarding his

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Poor are needy all year long 


Dorothy Day and Peter Maurin used to visit the 
Hospitality House of St. Joseph the Worker in Rochester, 
N.Y. during the late 1930s and carly 1940s, rather 
frequently. As a young teen-ager, I used to sit quictly 
near the edge of the crowd and drink in every word. 

Dorothy Day was such a charismatic figure that she 
could talk for two hours and leave you feeling like she had 
only used up fifteen minutes. She always left her listeners 
wanting more. 

Her wholesome charity, her plain common sense and 
her dedication to the church, particularly as explained by 
the popes in their social encyclicals, were the hallinarks of 
her talks and her deeds. 

One of her favorite topics started with this quotation 
from Christ. ‘he poor you have always with you!”’ Vhe 
exclamation point was hers. And: she knew well. the 
poverty of New York City’s poor. She and Peter had 
started the Catholic Worker movement and newspaper in 
the depths, of the Great Depression. 

She would tell us that everyone wants to tced the poor 
on Christmas Day, or Vhanksgiving Day or Easter, “* But 
what do they eat on the day alter Christmas?” All those 
pictures you see in the newspapers (and now on TY) of 
the hungry poor sitting down to a Thanksgiving turkey 
dinner never do any follow up. 

Yo dramatize this, Dorothy Day always encouraged 
every Catholic Worker House to put on a big meal on 
Jan. 6, the Feast of the Epiphany, or ‘Lite Christmas.” 
And, the two big practical works of every House were to 
be a soup kitchen to feed the poor daily, and a thrift shop 
to help clothe them. 

Yo identify with the poor, Dorothy. would only wear 
clothing from the thrift shops. 

Vhe Catholic Worker groups were great on discussions 
of world changing ideas and events. ‘Vhe papal encyclicals 
were quoted and debated almost endlessly. Pacificism was

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ALCALA PARK — The Southern Cross is celebrating its 
75th anniversary this year, and the newspaper intends to 
get all dressed up. 

Indeed, with this edition, the diocesan weekly begins 
unveiling a series of alterations designed to improve the 
attractiveness and readibility of the paper. 

There is a new, contemporary masthead atop Page 1. 

A new typeface is being used in Southern Cross headlines. 

New makeup principles are being employed to make 
pages brighter, more colorful and easier to read. 

Finally, several new features are being introduced to 
enliven the content of the paper, and editor Bill Finley is 
hoping the changes will prove popular with the 60,000 
Southern Californians who read the Southern Cross. 

‘“‘We are not changing the paper for the sake of 
change,’’ Finley said. ‘‘When the entire package is in, we 
think the paper will be easier to look at, easier to read, 
and more relevant to our Catholic community. We'd like 
to think we’ve made a good thing better, and we’re 
hoping our readers will agree.”’ 

Finley, assistant editor Sam Lucero and others on the 
Southern Cross staff have spent the last 10 weeks evaluating 
the newspaper and working on possible improvements. 

In addition to reviewing the results of a readership 
survey conducted in October, 
discussed their options with dozens of church leaders, 
design experts and local newsmen.

People will probably notice the paper looks 
different, this week, but we’re hoping it will take them a 
minute to realize why.’?

The newspaper’s weekly columnist will be Msgr 
Charles Dollen, pastor of St. Gabriel’s Church in Poway. 
Msgr. Dollen has published 20 books, the latest of which 
is ‘‘The Book of Catholic Wisdom.”’ He also is a monthly 
columnist in The Priest magazine, 

Msgr. Dollen was ordained by Bishop Buddy for the 
Diocese of San Diego in 1954, and was the founding 
librarian at USD. 

The Southern Cross has enlisted a number of other San 
Diegans to contribute regular columns. Among them are 
Father Robert Kress, chairman of the department of 


religious studies at USD; Father Douglas Regin, 
executive director of Catholic Community Services; 
Father Dennis Mikulanis, director of the diocese’s 


ecumenical commission; and Msgr. Richard Duncanson, 
rector of St. Francis Seminary.

‘‘We want to be responsive to the needs of our parishes, 
and this is one way we can do that,’’ Finley said. ‘‘Every 
church in the diocese has events that need to be, and 
deserve to be, publicized. As a service to them, we’re 
making this space available, and we hope they will take 
advantage of it.”’ 

Other new features will be introduced in the weeks 
ahead, and Finley hopes each will prove popular.

WASHINGTON — <ul 
employment is the foundation of a just 
economy.”’ (‘‘Economic Justice for All,”’ 
No. 136.) 

The Catholic bishops’ new pastoral 
letter on the U.S. economy declares that 
‘employment is a basic right . . . a right 
which flows from the principles of 
justice.” 

The right to employment, it says, 
“‘protects the freedom of-all to participate 
in the economic life of society . . . . Cor- 
responding to this right is the duty on the 
part of society to ensure that the right is 
protected.”’ 

It calls creation of new jobs ‘‘the most 
urgent priority for domestic economic 
policy.’ 

Employment at just wages is also ‘‘the 
first line of attack against poverty,”’ 
improving society as a whole as well as 
protecting the rights of individuals, the 
pastoral says. 

The nation’s bishops approved the 
pastoral last November at their fall 

-general meeting. Six years in the making, 
the 54,000-word document has the title, 
“Economic Justice for All: Catholic 
Social Teaching and the U.S. Economy.”’ 

In trying to spell out moral values that 
should guide economic decisions, ° the 
pastoral addresses a wide range of 
economic issues, including U.S. poverty 
and welfare, food and agriculture, U.S. 
dealings with the nations of the Third 
World, economic rights as human rights, 
and relations between public and private 
sectors in addressing economic concerns.

But one of the pastoral’s most basic 
moral-economic concerns is employment 
because, in the words of the bishops, 
‘*human work has a special dignity and is 
a key to achieving justice in society... . 
For most people employment is crucial to 
self-realization and essential to the fulfill- 
ment of material needs.”’ 

The pastoral deplores the U.S. trend 
toward high unemployment in recent 
years, citing not only the economic costs 
but the ‘‘severe human costs’’ suffered by 
those out of work and their families. 

Besides a ‘“‘terrible waste of individual 
talent and creativity,’’ joblessness gives 
rise to “‘family quarrels, greater con- 
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response to the U.S. bishops’ call to all 
Americans, particularly Catholics, to 
promote economic justice. 

Quoting from the 1971 world Synod 
of Bishops, the pastoral states the 
importance of church members 
teaching justice by example: ‘‘While 
the church is bound to give witness to 
justice, she recognizes that anyone who 
ventures to speak to people about 
justice must first-be just in their cyes.”’ 

As an official voice of the Catholic 
Church, the Southern Cross is offering its 
classified section to aid the 
unemployed and at the same time 
practice the teachings it espouses.

Child fights brain injury with tough training

For the last two months, the Gallups 
and their team of volunteers have 
worked with Joseph. ‘Vhe small first 
floor of their Linda Vista condo- 
minium has become an arena for most 
of Joseph’s activities — a combination 
of work and play. 

“Our job is to.make it fun,’ Judy 
said while lifting the 26-pound 
laughing boy above her head. 

A healthy child his age walks 

without using arms for balance. In late 
December Joseph crept on his hands 
and knees 275 feet in 15 minutes, Judy 
boasted, adding that in October he 
could creep dnly nine feet a day. He 
should creep pne-half mile a day before 
beginning to’ walk. 
‘Yo reach, this goal, he must pattern the 
creeping motion lor five minutes 12 
times a’day. ‘Vhree people are needed 
to help the young athlete perform this 
routine on a cushioned table, face 
down. 

First, his hands and feet are brushed 
to stimulate the nerve endings. “Phen 
one volunteer moves his head from 
side to side while two others coordinate 
the movements of opposite arms and 
legs in the creeping motion. 

Soft taped music sets the rhythm for 
this exercise. Joseph also hears repeat- 
ed cheers from his trainers until a 
timer signals the end of the workout. 

As: scorekeeper, Judy records the 
completed exercises on a calendar that 
covers most of her refrigerator door. It 
is a race with time as Joseph’s neur- 
ological age tries to catch up with his 
chronological age. 

The ‘‘law of the floor’? puts a bed 
out of bounds. for the blue-cyed blond. 
Sitting, lying and rolling over ‘‘are 
neurological dead ends, whereas creep- 
ing and crawling advance him neur- 
ologically by organizing the motor 
pathways to the brain,”’ Judy said. 

A pillow-like anti-sit device tied to 
the boy’s legs and a Styrofoam tube 
around his waist prevent him from as- 
suming postures detrimental to his de- 
velopment, Judy said. 

His parents;and volunteers crouch 
on the floor at the opposite end of the 
room as they beckon their star to creep 
toward them, gradually increasing the 
distances he covers. 

Like most brain-injured children, 
Joseph cries a great deal because he 
does not get cnough air to breathe, 
Judy said. 

Wearing a plastic mask over his nose 
and mouth a minute at a time, every 
seven minutes causes him to ithale 
carbon dioxide more deeply. ‘This pro- 
cess dilates the blood vessels, which 
helps the flow of oxygen to the brain, 
she explained. 


The Gallups follow other rules of the 
game, such as the principle that learn- 


ing to read increases the mobility of 


brain-injured children. 

In August Joseph picked up a large 
flash card showing the word ‘‘daddy”’ 
and said “‘da-da.”’ 

Steve demonstrated how he conveys 
the meaning of the printed word 
through sights and sounds. He held up 
a card with the word ‘‘chicken”” on it, 
said the word and showed Joseph a toy 
plastic chicken. 

After receiving his diagnosis and 
treatment program, the Gallups circu- 
lated a letter asking for volunteers to 
help Joseph do the crawling pattern. 
Residents in their complex and stu- 
dents at USD responded immediately. 


They have since become loyal fans of 


the family. 
“1 was the first volunteer in the door 
and will be the last to leave,?’ said Nan

O’ Hara, a neighbor who assists on an 
on-call basis. 

‘Everything that’s happening to 
this child is due to the dedication and 
caring of his parents and volunteers,” 
she said. Her efforts give her ‘‘a fecling 
of gratification no amount of moncy 
can buy.”’ 

Sally Arguilez agrees. She is a third- 
year. USD law student, mother of an 
8-month-old baby and holder of a full- 
time job. Helping Joseph some five 
hours a weck is her opportunity to 
thank God her daughter was born 
‘without any problems. ”’ 

The volunteer sounds like a 
cheerleader as she roots for every suc- 
cess her champion achieves. She acts as 
his press agent by notifying the media 
of his story, a role natural to the former 
Southern Cross reporter. 

Shirley McDevitt, another USD 
volunteer, has recruited her boyfriend 


and sister to join the team. “‘It’s excit- 
ing to be part of the progress,’’ she 
said, adding that Judy’s and Steve’s 
faith and love for Joseph draw her to 
his side 30 minutes every day. 

Seeing Joseph sit up alone for the 
first time was the thrill of Margaret 
Hawtree’s life.

Judy and Steve have not always 
been pep-talking parents. 

“We were gricf-stricken when told 
his brain was smaller than it should 
be,’ Judy said. He was five days old 
then. 

At nine months the symptoms 
became apparent. ‘‘He screamed 
when put in various positiors,’’ Judy 
recalled 

“We became increasingly frantic” 
the next several months after consult- 
ing physicians who gave no ‘“‘real dir- 
ection or concrete assistance,’’ Steve 
said. 

Later they followed the advice of a 
chiropractor who suggested that Jo- 
seph be enrolled at the Philadelphia 
institute. 

He was 20 months old when his 
parents received a ‘‘functional neur- 
ological evaluation’’ from the institute. 
He will return every five months to 
have his progress evaluated and new 
goals set, Judy said. 

However, several obstacles keep 
Joseph from attaining these objectives 
at a faster pace. 

‘‘T need an extra set of hands,’’ Judy 
said, adding that she is ‘‘physically 
drained by 9 p.m.’” 

She can use a total of 80 volunteers 
to supply Joseph with ‘‘infusions of en- 
thusiasm,’’ which, challenge him to 
record-breaking performances. 

The Gallup’s 13 feet of crawling 
space is inadequate for the distances he 
creeps, Judy said. He uses the carpeted 
floor of the Mission Valley YMCA an 


-hour each weekday and occasionally is 


taken to the homes of Arguilez and 
O’Hara. But more large rooms or 
churches are needed to provide sutffi- 
cient space. ‘‘Joseph also needs to see 
new and exciting places,’’ Judy said. 

But she and Steve put these prob- 
lems in perspective as they look back at 
their son’s two-month winning streak. 

Vheir expectations for his future? 

“We're hopeful and optimistic,” 
Judy said.

Chances are good that you just said, 
“‘Mother Teresa,’’ and that’s the title of a 
moving and not-to-be-missed 90-minute 
TV documentary that shows the world- 
famous nun ministering to the dying in 
Calcutta, AIDS victims in New York City 
and the poor in nations all around the 


globe. 
‘Mother Teresa,’ the film, is the work 
of two American sisters — siblings, that 


‘'s. Ann and Jeanette Petrie spent five 
years following Mother Teresa around 
the world. The results of their efforts are 
now being shown in 60 countries, 
including China, Poland, India and 
France. American viewers have two shots 
at seeing the movie: it is being released to 
theaters and it will be shown on public 


television this month (locally on KPBS, 
channel 15, on Jan. 14 at 9 p.m.). 

The special, which I have previewed, 
includes interviews with people who have 
known Mother ‘Teresa since her days as a 
novice in India, but the essence of the film 
are scenes of her work among: the poor. | 
defy you to watch the first 120 seconds of 
the movie without being moved, without 
questioning your own place in the world 
and without sitting back to complete the 
special. 

The word which runs throughout the 
movie is ‘‘love,’’ but, of course, it is the 
sort of selfless, pure love which television 


does not usually celebrate. And it is love 
in action. As Mother ‘Teresa says at one 
point, “‘People talk about the love of God, 
but it must be put into action.’’ We seé 
that action as she and her order of nuns 
soothe lepers in India, embrace spastic 
orphans in Beirut and befriend the 
forgotten in American inner cities. 


The Petries might be doubted when 


they talk about their own film so let me 
add my own endorsement to their words. 
‘“Mother Veresa’’ justifies the existence 
of television. Gather your family and 
donate 90 minutes to viewing — this 
masterpiece. Afterwards, discuss how you 
can apply Mother ‘Teresa’s philosophy 
(what she terms ‘‘the joy of loving’’) in 
your own home and neighborhood as well 
as around the world.

Rehabilitation program focuses on discipline, prayer, living according to Scripture

BRAWLEY — The Brawley Catholic Rainbow 
Outreach (BCRO) has been home to some 100 ex-gang 
members, offenders, drug addicts and alcoholics since 
1980. Today the ministry is looking for a new home. 

A former motel located at 1133 E. Main St. has been 
provided rent-free for the program since 1980, said Father 
Francis Sierra, spiritual director of BCRO and pastor of 
Our Lady of Perpetual Help Church, Brawley. 

He considered the facility a temporary location for his 

“ministry. However, moving has become more urgent 
since he has been asked to pay an $8,000 insurance premi- 
um on the building; he lacks finances to do so. Most of 
BCRO’s monthly $1,000 operating costs have been cov- 


kneel as the priest raised a Bible or a cross above him and 
prayed for the drug addict with other members in the 
room. 

The clients hailed from various parts of the country. 
Some were referred by police and probation officers; 
many came voluntarily. 

Father Sierra explained what converted them from of- 
fenders to penitents. 

About 15 each year committed themselves to a nine- 
month program requiring abstinence from drugs, alcohol 
and smoking. These substances were replaced by spiritual 
forces. The men focused on the Bible four hours a day as 
they meditated, discussed, prayed and examined their 
consciences, guided by Father Sierra’s instruction. 

“Some spent nights praying over each other,’’ the 


of self-restraint, prayer, 
God’s will for their lives. 

The facility used by BCRO has accommodated be- 
tween two and 30 men at a time, with 24-hour supervision 
provided by some participants, the priest said. Besides 
lodging, they received food and clothing. 

Residents were assigned cleaning, cooking and main- 
tenance responsibilities ‘‘to build discipline, responsibility 
and accountability,’’ Father Sierra said. 

In addition to the prayer room, the two-story stucco 
building consists of a large kitchen, office, dining room 
and 20 bedrooms on the second floor.

Three men now occupy this plain, but comfortable- 
looking edifice. 

Father Sierra believes the substance abuse problem in 
Imperial Valley cannot be controlled by law enforcement. 
Ina report on BCRO, he cited statistics from the Imperial 
County Narcotics ‘Task Force: One-fourth of the 2,000 
heroin addicts in the county spend $250 a day on drugs. 
This leads to widespread burglary and theft, he added. 

“We must take an active role in prevention, education 
and treatment of addicts.’’ he stated. ‘Who is better 
equipped than our own church?”’
